CYPRIOT REP ROSSIDES EMPHASIZED TO AMB SCHAUFELE THAT REFERENCE 
TO "PARTIES" RAISED QUESTION OF SOVEREIGNTY OF HIS GOVT AND 
HE STATED GOC WOULD LIKE US TO RECTIFY RECORD. HE THEN LAUNCHED 
INTO DISCUSSION OF MANDATE STRESSING UNFICYP'S RESPONSIBILITY 
FO DEPLOYMENT AND INTERPOSITION IN ORDER PREVENT VIOLENCE 
AND CITED LIMASSOL INCIDENTS. SCHAUFELE PICKED UP LIMASSOL 
AS GOOD EXAMPLE OF WHAT US MEANT IN REFERRING TO "PARTIES." 

AMONG POINTS SCHAUFELE STRESSED WAS THAT FUSSING ABOUT SC 
STATEMENT SEEMED EXERCISE IN SEMANTICS WHICH TOO OFTEN MEANT 
PARTIES BEING DIVERTED FROM FACING UP TO REAL SUBSTANCE. 

ROSSIDES AGREED THERE WAS PERHAPS TOO MUCH EMPHASIS ON WORDS, 

BUT THEN IMMEDIATELY RAISED THEME OF "UNITARY" STATE AND ASKED 
US USE INFLUENCE WITH GOT. (CONFIDENTIAL— OURTELS 2162. 2163)

BRITISH INFORMED USUN THAT CORRADNIN (SECRETARIAT) PROVIDED

GREEK CONCERNS- 

GREEK CHARGE EXPRESSED FEAR YUGOSLAVS WILL USE UN SEMINAR ON 
RIGHTS OF MINORITIES, WHICH THEY ARE HOSTING, AS FORUM FOR 
ATTACKING GREECE ON TREATMENT OF ITS "MACEDONIAN MINORITY," 

AND HE ASKED THAT US PARTICIPANTS SUPPORT GREECE IF THIS 
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EVENTUALITY ARISES. HE EXPLAINED TO AMB SCHAUFELE THAT GREEK 
CONCERN BASED ON: FACT YUGOSLAVS CHOSE CHRID NEAR GREEK BORDER 
AS SEMINAR SITE, DESPITE GREEK VIEW IT LACKS ADEQUATE 
FACILITIES; ARTICLES IN YUGOSLAV MACEDONIAN PRESS; STATEMENT 
BY MAYOR OF SKOPLIE; AND FACT GREECE NOT INVITED TO ATTEND.

LOS CONSULTATIONS- 

IN GROUP OF FIVE MEETINGS CONCLUDED JUNE 14, US, USSR, UK, 

FRENCH AND JAPANESE REPS AGREED ON ALTERNATIVE TEXT ON NON- 
EXCLUSIVE ECONOMIC ZONE TO BE SUBMITTED TO EVENSEN 
(NORWAY) FOR INCLUSION IN HIS REVISED INFORMAL WORKING DOCUMENT. 
TEXT INCLUDES BRACKETED ALTERNATIVES REFLECTING DIFFERENT 
POSITIONS. DISCUSSIONS, WHICH SHOWED CHANGES IN NATIONAL POSITIONS, 
INDICATED ALL PREPARED NEGOTIATE ON BASIS 200-MILE NON-EXCLUSIVE 
ECONOMIC ZONE SUBJECT TO VARIOUS CONDITIONS, INCLUDING 
APPROPRIATE INTERNATIONAL PROTECTION FOR OTHER USES, FOREIGN 
FISHING, AND COMPULSORY DISPUTE SETTLEMENT. UK AND USSR OPPOSED 
ANY REVENUE SHARING IN ECONOMIC ZONE, AND UK INDICATED STRONG 
OPPOSITION TO PROVISION FOR COMPLIANCE WITH INVESTMENT CONTRACTS 
AND COMPENSATION FOR ANY TAKING IN ECONOMIC ZONE. USSR APPARENTLY 
WILLING TO GO ALONG WITH 200 MILES OR EDGE OF MARGIN LIMIT 
FOR SEABED JURISDICTION, WHILE JAPAN CONTINUES INSIST ON 200- 
MILE LIMIT. JAPAN APPEARS WILLING ACCEPT, AT LEAST FOR PURPOSES 
EVENSEN CONSULTATIONS, COASTAL STATE PREFERENTIAL RIGHTS 
AND REGULATORY AUTHORITY WITH RESPECT TO SALMON THROUGHOUT 
MIGRATORY RANGE, SUBJ TO CERTAIN CONDITIONS. (CONFIDENTIAL-

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REPORT ON TTPI (L. 1187) WAS ADOPTED 3-0-2(USSR, US) AND 
REPORT TO SC DESCRIBING TC ACTIVITIES IN RELATION TO TTPI 
WAS APPROVED 4-0-l(USSR) BEFORE TC ADJOURNED JUNE 14 
UNTIL SEPTEMBER WHEN IT WILL CONSIDER PAPUA NEW GUINEA. 

REPORT INTER ALIA EXPRESSED HOPE THAT IF SECESSION OF MARIANAS 
COULD NOT BE AVOIDED NEGOTIATIONS WOULD SEEK SOT ,T ITTONS" AT .1 .OWING 
MAINTENANCE OF CLOSEST POSSIBLE LINKES IN ALL FIEDLS" 

AND LEAVING OPEN POSSIBILITY FOR FUTURE REUNIFICATION. IT ALSO 
EXPRESSED HOPE TERMS OF CONSULTATIONS WITH MICRONESIANS 
REGARDING THEIR FUTURE POLITICAL STATUS "WILL BE CLEARLY DEFINED 
(BY AA) AND THAT NO ALTERNATIVE, INCLUDING INDEPENDENCE, 

WILL BE RULED OUT." COUNCIL NOTED COMMUNICATION FROM MARSHALL 
ISLANDS POLITICAL STATUS COMMISSION ON PREPARATIONS FOR 
VISIT TO EACH ISLAND AND ATOLL. OPI REPS MADE STATEMENTS ON 
DISSEMINATION IN TURST TERRITORIES OF INFO ON UN AND INTERNATIONAL 
TRUSTEESHIP SYSTEM. PRES INFORMED MEMBERS NONE OF PETITIONS 
ADDRESSED TO TC RELATED TO QUESTION OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION. 

IN CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS ON TTPI, COUNCIL EXPRESSED 
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VIEW HIGH COMMISSIONER'S VETO POWER "SHOULD BE REGULATED BY 
APPROPRIATE LEGISLATION" WHICH DISTINGUISHED "BETWEEN SPECIAL 
INTERESTS OF TERRITORY AND INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATIONS OF AA" 

AND WHICH LIMITED "AAR AS POSSIBLE AREAS IN WHICH US SECY 
OF INTERIOR MAY INTERVENE." REPORT ALSO REAFFIRMED VIEW THAT 
COM SHOULD BE GIVEN FINAL AUTHORITY OVER GREATER PERCENTAGE 
OF TOTAL BUDGET, REGRETTED MICRONESIAN PRODUCTS ENTERING US 
REMAINED SUBJECT TO TARIFFS, HOPED FULL-SCALE REVIEW OF ECONOMY 
WOULD BE CARRIED OUT SPEEDILY, WELCOMED AGREEMENT ON RETURN OF 
CONTROL OVER PUBLIC LANDS AND HOPED TRANSFER WOULD BE CARRIED 
OUT SPEEDILY, AND ALSO HOPED ALL MICRONESIAN DISTRICTS WOULD SHARE 
IN BENEFITS OF TOURISM. 

AMB WHITE, NOTING IT WAS CUSTOMARY FOR AA TO ABSTAIN ON CONCLU- 
SIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS, TOLD TC THAT US AND TT GOVT WOULD 
STUDY RECOMMENDATIONS VERY CAREFULLY. KOVALENKO (USSR) STATED 
HIS DEL COULD NOT AGREE WITH SOME OF ASSESSMENTS, CONCLUSIONS 
AND PROPOSALS. FOR INSTANCE, REPORT DID NOT CONTAIN SUGGESTIONS 
FOR ATTAINING SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE; AA PROPOSAL 
TO SEPARATE MARIANAS WAS CONTRARY TO CHARTER PRINCIPLES 
AND UN DECISIONS; TALKS UNDERWAY WERE BEING HELD ON UNEQUAL 
BASIS; AND REPORT DIMINISHED COM ROLE AND INSUFFICIENTLY 
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REFLECTED SITUATION IN MANY AREAS. FOR SAME REASONS, SOVDEL 
ABSTAINED ON REPORT TO SC. (REPEATED INFO HICOMTERPACIS 
SAIPAN FOR STATUS LNO, CINCPACREP GUAM FOR CMDR WESTLAKE)

IMMERMAN MADE INTRODUCTORY STATEMENT ON GUAM IN SUBCOMITE 
JUNE 14 AND REPLIED TO QUESTIONS PUT TO HIM JUNE 13 
CONCERNING AMERICAN SAMOA. POINTS MADE BY IMMERMAN RELATED 
INTER ALIA TO NOV. 5 ELECTIONS, POLITICAL STATUS COMMISSION, 

AND TRAINING PROGRAMS FOR SKILLED AND SEMI-SKILLED WORKERS TO 
MEET DEMANDS OF LABOR MARKET. HE SAID RAPID ECONOMIC GROWTH, 
TOGETHER WITH BURGEONING POPULATION, GAVE RISE TO PROBLEMS, 

AND GUAM FACED WITH NEED TO RAISE SIZEABLE SUMS TO CREATE 
INFRASTRUCTURE CAPABLE OF MEETING CURRENT AND PREDICTED NEEDS. 
BUAM, WITH AID OF LOAN, EXPECTED COMPLETE PROJECTED CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM OF $733 MILLION WITHIN NEXT SIX YEARS. HE 
NOTED GUAM'S ANNUAL BUDGET NOW ABOUT $100 MILLION, WHICH WAS 
NOT INCONSIDERABLE SUM FOR POPULATION OF ABOUT 100,000 
PEOPLE. 

ASKED BY ETHIOPIAN IF IT WAS PLANNED TO GIVE UN ROLE IN 
ASCERTAINING VIEWS OF GUAMANIANS ON THEIR FUTURE POLITICAL STATUS, 
IMMERMAN REPLIED PRESENT STAGE OF DISUCSSION ONLY PRELIMINARY 
AND IT WAS PREMATURE TO CONTEMPLATE COURSE OF CONSULTATIONS; 
HOWEVER, QUESTION OF UN VISITING MISSION TO GUAM WAS UNDER ACTIVE 
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CONSIDERATION. 

REPLYING TO JUNE 13 QUESTION, IMMERMAN POINTED OUT AVERAGE 
PER CAPITA INCOME IN AMERICAN SAMOA DIFFICULT TO DETERMINE 
BECAUSE MAJORITY OF PEOPLE ENGAGED IN SUBSISTENCE AGRICULTURE. 

HOWEVER, TOTAL WAGES PAID LAST FISCAL YEAR WAS $23
